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NOTE .—The figures relating to vital statistics, as given in this Report, must be 
vegarded as provisional, the revised figures appearing in the Detailed Annual Report. 
They may, however, be accepted as substantially correct. 


In the Quarterly Reports, commencing with that for the first quarter of 1927, the 
deaths registered in any part of the country have been referred, as far as practicable, 
to the normal area of residence of deceased. 


The Births registered in each urban area have been partially corrected by the exclusion 
of those occurring in institutions of infants whose mothers were admitted from other 
localities. In Table 2, as a consequence, there is liabihty to slight understatement in 
the births for individual urban districts, and a corresponding overstatement in those given 
for the aggregate of rural districts. No correction is made in these reports for births 
in individual rural areas. 


During the quarter ended 3lst March last, there were registered in Saorstat 
Eireann, comprising 641 Registrars’ Districts, 14,475 Births, equivalent to an annual 
rate of 19-7 per 1,000 of the estimated population, and 12,666 Deaths, affording an 
annual rate of 17-2 per 1,000 of the estimated population in the middle of 1930, viz., 
2,945,000 persons. 


9 Marriages, Births and Deaths. 


In Northern Ireland, for the quarter, the Births registered were equal to an annual 
rate of 20-4 per 1,000 of the population, in England and Wales to 16-2 per 1,000, 
andin Scotland, to 19-7 per 1,600. 


In the same period the deaths registered in Northern Ireland were equivalent 
to an annual rate of 16-9 per 1,000 of the population, in England and Wales to 13-5 
per 1,000, and in Scotland to 15-8 per 1,000. 


MARRIAGES. 


‘The number of Marriages registered in Saorstat Kireann during the fourth quarter 
of 1929, was 3,148, equivalent to an annual rate of 4:3 per 1,000 of the estimated 
population, this rate being the same as that for the corresponding quarter of 1928, 
and the average for the fourth quarter of the preceding ten years. Of the total 
number of marriages, 2,960 (or 4:3 per 1,000 of the estimated Catholic population) 
were those of Catholics, and 188 related to persons belonging to all other denomina- 
tions, representing 3-5 per 1,000 of the estimated population other than Catholics. . 
The Marriage rate among Catholics is equal to, and that relating to all other denomi- 
nations is 1-0 below, the average for the fourth quarter of the ten years 1919-28. 


BIRTHS. 


Of the Births registered (14,475) during the quarter ended 3lst March last, 
7,420 were boys and 7,055 girls, the total being equivalent to an annual rate of 19-7 
per 1,000 of the estimated population. This rate is 0-7 below the average for the 
first quarter of the preceding ten years, and 0-4 above that for the first quarter of 1929. 


DEATHS. 


The Deaths registered during the quarter numbered 12,666, of which 6,312 were 
of males and 6,354 of females, and are equivalent to an annual rate of 17-2 per 1,000 
of the population, being 0-1 below the average for the first quarter of the preceding 
decennium, and 1-8 below the rate for the first quarter of the year 1929.

AGES AT DEATH.—Of the 12,666 deaths registered during the quarter, 1,147, or 
9-1 per cent., were those of infants under 1 year of age; and 6,015, or 47-5 per cent., 


were of persons aged 65 years and upwards. 


The number of deaths of infants was 


equivalent to 79 per 1,000 births registered, as compared with 66, 59, and 67, for the 


three preceding quarters. 


INQUESTS.—There were 281 Inquests reported to the Registrars during the 
quarter, this number being equal to one in every 45 of the total deaths registered. 

DEATHS IN PuBLic InstitTuTIONS.—Of the 12,666 deaths registered, 3,279, or 
25-9 per cent., occurred in public institutions. 


4 Births and Deaths in Urban Districts. 


UNCERTIFIED DEATHS.—-I'he Returns furnished by the Registrars show that 
2,994, or 23-6 per cent., of the deaths registered during the quarter were uncertified, 
there having been no medical attendant during the last illness. 

VACCINATION.—As returned by the Registrars, the number of Successful Primary 
Vaccinations during the quarter ended 31st March last was 6,484. 


URBAN DISTRICIS. 


Table II, page 9, gives separate information for the Urban Districts. It will be 
observed from this Table that the birth-rate relating to the quarter under review 
for the entire urban districts, which contain 29 per cent. of the population of Saorstat 
Eireann, was 23-7 per 1,000 of the population, and that the birth-rate for the remain- 
der of Saorstat Kireann was 18-0 per 1,000. 

The annual rate represented by the deaths from all causes for these urban 
areas, during the quarter, was 18-3 per 1,000 of the population, and for the remainder 
of Saorstat Eireann the corresponding rate was 16-7 per 1,000. 

The urban mortality from the principal epidemic diseases* recorded during 
the quarter was equivalent to an annual rate of 1-0 per 1,000 of the population of the 
urban districts, the death-rate from these diseases for the remainder of Saorstat 
Eireann being 0-4 per 1,000 of the population. 


ELEVEN PRINCIPAL TOWN DISTRICTS. 


As shown in Table II, the annual rate represented by the deaths from all causes 
during last quarter recorded for the Dublin Registration Area, and ten of the principal 
urban areas of Saorstat Eireann was 18-5 per 1,000 of the population, the respective 
rates for the several districts being as follows, ranging in order from the lowest to 
the highest: Cork, 22:5; Sligo, 19-6; Limerick, 19-5; Waterford, 19-4; Dublin 
Registration Area, 18-0; Galway, 18-0; Kilkenny, 17-9; Wexford, 16-2; Tralee, 
15-6 ; Dundalk, 15-4; and Drogheda, 13:2. 

The annual rate represented by the deaths from the principal epidemic diseases* 
in the 11 districts was 1-1 per 1,000 of the population, the rates varying from 0-0 in 
Wexford to 3-8 in Sligo, the 56 deaths from all causes for that district including 8 
men whooping cough, and 3 from diarrhcea and enteritis of children under 2 years 
of age. 

PULMONARY TUBERCULOSIS.-~The annual rate represented by the deaths from 
pulmonary tuberculosis for the 11 towns in the aggregate was 1-50 per 1,000 of the 
population ; for the Dublin Registration Area it was 1-55 per 1,000 (the rate for 
Dublin City being 1-72 per 1,000), and for the remaining ten town districts collec- 
tively it was 1-39. 


DUBLIN REGISTRATION AREA. 


BirtHs.—In the Dublin Registration Area, which consists of the City of Dublin 
and the Urban Districts of Rathmines and Rathgar, Pembroke, Blackrock, and Dtin 
Laoghaire, the total number of births registered during the quarter ended 31st March, 
1930, was 3,089—1,624 boys and 1,465 girls—being equal to an annual rate of 29-1 
in every 1,000 of the population. 

The births recorded for the city numbered 2,338, equivalent to an annual rate 
of 29-2 in every 1,000 of the population ; and for the urban districts named above, 
492, equal to an annual rate of 18-9 in every 1,000 of the population. Hence during 
the quarter, the birthsin the Dublin Registration Area (exclusive of 259 in institu- 
tions relating to residents of outside localities) amounted to 2,830, affording an annual 
rate of 26-6 per 1,000. 

DEATHS.—Onmitting the deaths referred to localities outside the Dublin Regis- 
tration Area, and including the deaths of residents of the Area registered elsewhere 
in Saorstat Hireann, the deaths for the Area numbered 1,915, and were equivalent 
to an annual rate of 18-0 per 1,000 of the population, the average rate for the cor- 
responding period of the previous 10 years being 20-2. ‘The total number of deaths 
registered in the Dublin Registration Area during the quarter ended 31st March 
was 2,070—1,039 males and 1,031 females—affording an annual ratio of 19-5 in every 
1,000 of the population, as compared with 21-9 per 1,000 for the first quarter of the 
ten years 1920-1929. 

The number of deaths of inhabitants of the City of Dublin was 1,479, equivalent 
to a rate of 18-4 per 1,000. For the urban districts the number was 436, being equal 
to an annual death rate of 16-7 in every 1,000.

The annual rate represented by the mortality from the principal epidemic 
diseasest in the Dublin Registration Area was 0-8 per 1,000, in the City it was 0-9, 
and in the Urban Districts, 0-5. 


Acrs.—Of the 1,915 deaths of persons belonging to the Dublin Registration 
Area registered during the quarter, 447 were under five years of age, including 325 
infants under one year of age, the latter representing a rate of 115 per 1,000 births 
registered. The number of deaths of children under 5 years of age is equal to an 
annual mortality of 39-7 in every 1,000 children of that age, the deaths of persons 
between the ages of 5 and 15 representing an annual rate of 3-6 per 1,000 persons at 
that age period ; those between the ages of 15 and 25 were equivalent to an annual 
rate of 3-9 per 1,000, the total number under 25 years being equal to an annual 
mottality of 11-7 per 1,000 of the population at that age period ; for those between 
25 and 45 the rate was 6-8 ; for those between 45 and 65 it was 27-3 ; among persons 
between 65 and 75 the rate was 85-0, and among those aged-75 and upwards the 
annual death rate was 139-2 per 1,000. The deaths of 13 persons (5 males and 
8 females) aged 90 years and upwards were registered. 


Pusiic InstituTIONS.—-Of the 1,915 deaths of residents of the Dublin Regis- 
tration Area, recorded during the quarter, 857, or 44-8 per cent., occurred in public 
institutions, viz., 578 in the various hospitals, prisons, and lunatic asylums in the 
Area, 241 in the Dublin Union Workhouse, and 38 in institutions situated in other 
localities. 


ENGLAND AND SCOTLAND. 


During the thirteen weeks ended 29th March, 1930, the births in London were 
equivalent to a rate of 16-3 per 1,000 of the population ; in Glasgow the birth rate 
was 22:4 per 1,000, and in Edinburgh 18-0 per 1,000. 

The deaths among civilians in London during the same period were equivalent 
to an annual rate of mortality of 13-8 in every 1,000 of the civil population; in 
Glasgow the death-rate was 17-4 per 1,000 of the total population, and in Edinburgh 
the annual rate was 16-6 per 1,000. 


METEOROLOGY. 


The mean temperature for the thirteen weeks ended 29th March, 1930, deduced 
from the mean weekly temperature as returned from the Ordnance Survey Office, 
Phoenix Park, Dublin, was 39-5°; at Peamount Sanatorium it was 40-4°; at Cork 
(Roche’s Point) it was 42-9°; at Greenwich, 41-:9°; at Glasgow, 38-3° ; and at 
Edinburgh, 38-0°.

6 Meteorology. 


The mean daily number of hours of bright sunshine recorded at Dublin was 
2-7: at Peamount Sanatorium, 2-4; at Cork (Ballinacurra), 2-6; at Greenwich, 2-0 ; 
at Glasgow, 1:3; and at Edinburgh, 2-9. 


The rainfall at Dublin during the thirteen weeks measured 9-37 inches; at 
Peamount Sanatorium, 8-27 inches; at Cork (Roche’s Point), it was 14-53 inches ; 
at Greenwich, it was 4:96 inches; at Glasgow, 7:29 inches; and at Edinburgh, 
5:76 inches. 


The following information has been kindly furnished by the Director of the 
Meteorological Office, London :— 


JANUARY. 


Mild, unsettled weather, with southerly to south-westerly winds and frequent and 
heavy precipitation, prevailed during January. Day temperatures were mostly 
above the normal, and at Hazelhatch (Dublin), the temperature rose to 59°F. on the 
17th and 19th. With clear skies, however, the nights were frequently cold, and 
ground frosts were commonly and widely experienced. Mean temperatures for the 
month were within 1°F. of the normal. There was a pronounced excess of precipi- 
tation; at Caherciveen the month, with just over twice the normal, was the wettest 
January since at least 1871. Measurable precipitation fell on as many as 30 days at 
Waterford and Killarney. Sunshine aggregates did not differ materially from the 
normal. Strong winds occurred frequently, reaching gale force in the south on the 
12th, and widely on the 3lst. At Weaver Point the wind in a gust registered a 
speed of 86 miles per hour on the afternoon of the 12th. 


FEBRUARY. 


Apart from mild and unsettled rainy weather during the first few days, about the 
middle of the month and after the 25th, the weather during February was mainly 
fair, cold and dry, with light winds from an easterly point. From about the 10th to 
the 25th temperatures were mostly below 45°F. by day, and at night generally 
fell below freezing point, accompanied by sharp ground frost. At Hazlehatch 
(Dublin) a screen minimum temperature of 23°F. and a grass minimum 'of 15°F. 
were recorded on the morning of the 18th. 


Heavy rain in the south on the 25th marked the end of the dry spell and a return 
to more seasonable warmth, the temperature rising to over 50°F. in several dis- 
tricts on the 28th (52°F. at Cork on the 28th). In all districts the mean temperature 
for the month was decidedly below the normal. ‘There was a pronounced deficiency 
of precipitation, and in several districts the total rainfall was less than one quarter of 
the normal. The monthly totals expressed as a percentage of the normal for the 
period 1881-1915, amounted to only 50 per cent. at Dublin (City), 24 per cent. at 
Birr Castle, 17 per cent. at Blacksod Point, and 23 per cent. at Cahirciveen. Sun- 
shine aggregates exceeded the normal, especially in the extreme south-west. 


MARCH. 


The weather during March was on the whole dull, and unsettled. Mild con- 
ditions prevailed during the early and closing days of the month, with an intervening 
spell of cold, but mainly bright weather with snow or sleet and sharp ground frost 
from the 10th to the 23rd. On the 25th the temperature in the screen rose to 59°F. 
at several places. In most districts the mean temperature for the month did not 
differ much from the normal. In some western districts, rainfall totals for the month 
were below the normal, but in most other districts there was an excess, which was 
most pronounced in the south-east, where more than twice the normal rainfall 
was recorded locally. 


Sunshine aggregates were below the normal. Good sunshine records were, how- 
ever, obtained on a few days, 10 hours or more being recorded at Cahirciveen, Cork, 
and Ballinacurra on the 16th, and at Cork on the 19th, and over 9 hours at Cahir- 
civeen on the 17th and 19th and at Dublin (Trinity College) on the 29th.

NOTE .—The figures relating to vital statistics, as given in this Report, must be 
regarded as provisional, the revised figures appearing in the Detailed Annual Report. 
They may, however, be accepted as substantially correct. 


In the Quarterly Reports, commencing with that for the first quarter of 1927, the 
Deaths registered in any part of the country have been referred, as far as practicable, 
to the normal area of residence of deceased. 


The Births registered in each urban area have been partially corrected by the exclusion 
of those occurring in institutions of infants whose mothers were admitted from other 
localities. In Table 2, as a consequence, there 1s lability to slight understatement in 
the births for individual urban districts, and a corresponding overstatement in those given 
for the aggregate of rural districts. No correction 1s made in these reports for births 
in individual rural areas. 


During the quarter ended 30th June last, there were registered in Saorstat 
Hireann, comprising 641 Registrars’ Districts, 15,231 Births, equivalent to an annual 
rate of 20-7 per 1,000 of the estimated population, and 10,727 Deaths, affording an 
annual rate of 14-6 per 1,000 of the estimated population in the middle of 1930, viz., 
2,945,000 persons. 


24 Marriages, Births and Deaths. 


In Northern Ireland, for the quarter, the Births registered were equal to an annual 
tate of 22-5 per 1,000 of the population, in England and Wales to 17-2 per 1,000, 
and in Scotland, to 20-4 per 1,000. 


In the same period the Deaths registered in Northern Ireland were equivalent 
to an annual rate of 13-8 per 1,000 of the population, in England and Wales to 11-3 
per 1,000, and in Scotland to 13-1 per 1,000. 


MARRIAGES. 


The number of Marriages registered in Saorstat Hireann during the first quarter 
of 1930, was 3,968, equivalent to an annual rate of 5-4 per 1,000 of the estimated 
population, this rate being 0-9 above that for the corresponding quarter of 1929, and 
0-1 below the average for the first quarter of the preceding ten years. Of the total 
number of marriages, 3,779 (or 5-5 per 1,000 of the estimated Catholic population) 
were those of Catholics, and 189 related to persons belonging to all other denomina- 
tions, representing 3-5 per 1,000 of the estimated population other than Catholics. 
The Marriage rate among Catholics is 0-1 below, and that relating to all other de- 
nominations is 0-5 below, the average for the first quarter of the ten years 1920-29. 


BIRTHS. 


Of the Births registered (15,231) during the quarter ended 30th June last, 
7,849 were boys and 7,382 girls, the total being equivalent to an annual rate of 20-7 
per 1,000 of the estimated population. This rate is 1-0 below the average for the 


second quarter of the preceding ten years, and 0-2 below that for the second quarter of 
1929. 


DEATHS. 


The Deaths registered during the quarter numbered 10,727, of which 5,458 were 
of males and 5,269 of females, and are equivalent to an annual rate of 14-6 per 1,000 
of the population, being 0-9 below the average fer the second quarter of the preceding 
decennium, and 0-2 below the rate for the second quarter of the year 1929.

AGES AT DEAtTH.—Of the 10,727 deaths registered during the quarter, 1,022, or 
9-5 per cent., were those of infants under | year of age; and 4,811, or 44-9 per cent., 


were of persons aged 65 years and upwards. 


The number of deaths of infants was 


equivalent to 67 per 1,000 births registered, as compared with 59, 67,and79, for the 


three preceding quarters. 


INOUESTS.—There were 255 Inquests reported to the Registrars during the 
quarter, this number being equal to one in every 42 of the total deaths registered. 
DEATHS IN PusLic Instrrutions.—Of the 10,727 deaths registered, 2,929, or 


27-3 per cent., occurred in public institutions.

UNCERTIFIED DEATHS.—The Returns furnished by the Registrars show that 
2,362, or 22-0 per cent., of the deaths registered during the quarter were uncertified, 
there having been no medical attendant during the last illness. 

Vaccination.—As returned by the Registrars, the number of Successful Primary 
Vaccinations during the quarter ended 30th June last was 15,843. | 








URBAN DISTRICTS. 


Table II, page 31, gives separate information for the Urban Districts. It willbe 
observed from this Table that the birth-rate relating to the quarter under review 
for the entire urban districts, which contain 29 per cent. of the population of Saorstat 
Eireann, was 24-5 per 1,000 of the population, and that the birth-rate for the remain- 
der of Saorstat Eireann was 19-1 per 1,000. ) 

The annual rate represented by the deaths from all causes for these urban 
areas, during the quarter, was 15-4 per 1,000 of the population, and for the remainder 
of Saorstat Kireann the corresponding rate was 14-2 per 1,000. 

The urban mortality from the principal epidemic diseases* recorded during 
the quarter was equivalent to an annual rate of 0-8 per 1,000 of the population of the 
urban districts, the death-rate from these diseases for the remainder of Saorstat 
Eireann being 0-3 per 1,000 of the population. 


ELEVEN PRINCIPAL TOWN DISTRICTS. 


As shown in Table II, the annual rate represented by the deaths from all causes 
during last quarter recorded for the Dublin Registration Area, and ten of the principal 
urban areas of Saorstat Kireann was 15:7 per 1,000 of the population, the respective 
rates for the several districts being as follows, ranging in order from the lowest to 
the highest: Kilkenny, 13-5; Drogheda, 13-8; Sligo, 14:0; Dundalk, 14-6; 
Dublin Registration Area, 15-2; Limerick, 16-3; Wexford, 16-5; Tralee, 17-5 ; 
Waterford, 17-6; Cork, 17-7; and Galway, 17-7. 

The annual rate represented by the deaths from the principal epidemic diseases* 
in the 11 districts was 0-8 per 1,000 of the population, the rates varying from 0-0 in 
Tralee to 2-0 in Cork, the 347 deaths from all causes for that district including 3 
from measles, 6 from scarlet fever, 2 from whooping-cough, 22 from diphtheria, and 
6 from diarrhoea and enteritis of children under 2 years of age. 

PULMONARY TUBERCULOSIS.-—The annual rate represented by the deaths from 
pulmonary tuberculosis for the 11 towns in the aggregate was 1-69 per 1,000 of the 
population ; for the Dublin Registration Area it was 1-55 per 1,000 (the rate for 
Dublin City being 1-72 per 1,000), and for the remaining ten town districts collec- 
tively it was 1-94. 


DUBLIN REGISTRATION AREA. 


Birtus.—In the Dublin Registration Area, which consists of the City of Dublin 
and the Urban Districts of Rathmines and Rathgar, Pembroke, Blackrock, and Dun 
Laoghaire, the total number of births registered during the quarter ended 30th June, 
1930, was 3,161—1,601 boys and 1,560 girls—being equal to an annual rate of 29-7 
in every 1,000 of the population. 

The births recorded for the city numbered 2,341, equivalent to an annual rate 
of 29-2 in every 1,000 of the population ; and for the urban districts named above, 
511, equal to an annual rate of 19-6 in every 1,000 of the population. Hence during 
the quarter, the birthsin the Dublin Registration Area (exclusive of 309 in institu- 
tions relating to residents of outside localities) amounted to 2,852, affording an annual 
rate of 26-8 per 1,000. 

DEATHS.—Omitting the deaths referred to localities outside the Dublin Regis- 
tration Area, and including the deaths of residents of the Area registered elsewhere 
in Saorstat Hireann, the deaths for the Area numbered 1,613, and were equivalent 
to an annual rate of 15-2 per 1,000 of the population, the average rate for the cor- 
tesponding period of the previous 10 years being 16-0. ‘he total number of deaths 
registered in the Dublin Registration Area during the quarter ended 30th June 
was |,748—890 males and 858 females—affording an annual ratio of 16-4 in every 
1,000 of the population, as compared with 17-8 per 1,000 for the second quarter of 
the ten years 1920-1929. 

The number of deaths of inhabitants of the City of Dublin was 1,256, equivalent 
to a rate of 15-7 per 1,000. For the urban districts the number was 357, being equal 
to an annual death rate of 13-7 in every 1,000.

The annual rate represented by the mortality from the principal epidemic 
diseasest in the Dublin Registration Area was 0-7 per 1,000, in the City it was 0-8, 
and in the Urban Districts, 0-4. 


AGES.—Of the 1,613 deaths of persons belonging to the Dublin Registration 
Area registered during the quarter, 369 were under five years of age, including 266 
infants under one year of age, the latter representing a rate of 84 per 1,000 births 
registered. ‘he number of deaths of children under 5 years of age is equal to an 
annual mortality of 32:8 in every 1,000 children of that age, the deaths of persons 
between the ages of 5 and 15 representing an annual rate of 2-8 per 1,000 persons at 
that age period; those between the ages of 15 and 25 were equivalent to an annual 
rate of 4:8 per 1,000, the total number under 25 years being equal to an annual 
mortality of 10-3 per 1,000 of the population at that age period; for those between 
25 and 45 the rate was 6-2 ; for those between 45 and 65 it was 23-1 ; among persons 
between 65 and 75 the rate was 59-9, and among those aged 75 and upwards the 
annual death rate was 125.4 per 1,000. The deaths of 13 persons (6 males and 
7 females) aged 90 years and upwards were registered. 


PuBLic InstrtutIons.—-Of the 1,613 deaths of residents of the Dublin Regis- 
tration Area, recorded during the quarter, 776, or 48-1 per cent., occurred in public 
institutions, viz., 509 in the various hospitals, prisons, and lunatic asylums in the 
Area, 179 in the Dublin Union Workhouse, and 88 in institutions situated in other 
localities. 


ENGLAND AND SCOTLAND. 


During the thirteen weeks ended 28th June, 1930, the births in London were 
equivalent to a rate of 16-3 per 1,000 of the population ; in Glasgow the birth rate 
was 22-8 per 1,000, and in Edinburgh 17-2 per 1,000. 

The deaths among civilians in London during the same period were equivalent 
to an annual rate of mortality of 10-8 in every 1,000 of the civil population; in 
Glasgow the death-rate was 14-4 per 1,000 of the total population, and in Edinburgh 
the annual rate was 14:5 per 1,000. 


METHOROLOGY. 


The mean temperature for the thirteen weeks ended 28th June, 1930, deduced 
from the mean weekly temperature as returned from the Ordnance Survey Office, 
Pheenix Park, Dublin, was 50-4°; at Peamount Sanatorium it was 51-7°; at Cork 
(Roche’s Point) it was 52-2°; at Greenwich, 55:0°; at Glasgow, 512°; and at 
Edinburgh, 49-2°.

28 Meteorology. 


The mean daily number of hours of bright sunshine recorded at Dublin was 
6-3; at Peamount Sanatorium, 5-8; at Cork (Ballinacurra), 5-9; at Greenwich, 5-0 ; 
at Glasgow, 5-1; and at Edinburgh, 5-6. 


The rainfall at Dublin during the thirteen weeks measured 5-31 inches; at 
Peamount Sanatorium, 6-08 inches; at Cork (Roche’s Point), it was 8-27 inches ; 
at Greenwich, it was 8-03 inches; at Glasgow, 5:40 inches; and at Edinburgh, 
4-10 inches. 


The following information has been kindly furnished by the Director of the 
Meteorological Office, London :— 


APRII,. 


April was mainly fair and relatively dry with a preponderance of cold, northerly 
to north-easterly winds. In spite, however, of rather low temperatures about the 5th 
and from about the 13th to the 21st, monthly mean temperatures were within I° F. 
of the normal, largely due to mild weather at the beginning and towards the end of 
the month, combined with the prevalence of mild cloudy nights. There was a 
deficiency of precipitation except in a few places in the south-east, many districts 
reporting from half to three-quarters the normal precipitation. Sunshine aggre- 
gates were below the normal over most of the country. There were, however, 
brilliant periods, and in Dublin, where the month’s total slightly exceeded the 
normal, 10 hours or more bright sunshine were recorded on the 6th, 7th, 17th-19th, 
22nd and 30th. 


May. 


May was relatively dry, but, on the whole, dull. Rather cool weather prevailed 
from the 5th to the llth, and from the 17th to 19th, while during the last few days 
the temperature rose to 65° F. and over in several places (69° F. at Newtownforbes 
on the 26th, and at Kilkenny, on the 30th, 68° F. at Dublin on the 27th, and at 
Waterford on the 26th, 27th and 30th). On other days temperature was moderate 
and monthly means were only slightly above the normal. In almost all districts 
there was a marked deficiency of precipitation, mainly anticyclonic conditions pre- 
vailing after the 19th. The rainiest periods occurred generally from the 9th to the 
12th and about the 17th, and, apart from heavy rain which set in over the south- 
eastern counties, including Dublin, on the evening of the 30th, little rain fell after 
the 19th. In Dublin 25 m.m. fell on the 30th, and in consequence the month’s 
total slightly exceeded the normal. Although there were many periods with abun- 
dant sunshine, notably at the beginning of the month, on the 14th and 15th, and 
during the period 21st to 27th, aggregates were considerably short of the normal 
except in the north-west and west, the average daily loss amounting to 1-2 hours 
in Dublin (Phoenix Park). 


JUNE. 


Apart from some rain on the 9th and 10th, conditions were mainly anticyclonic 
during the first 18 days and the weather warm, dry and sunny. Over 10 hours’ sun- 
shine were recorded in several places between the 3rd and 8th and the 13th and 17th, 
while temperatures in the neighbourhood of 70° F. were reported widely from the 4th 
to the 6th and from the 16th to the 19th (79° F. at Kilkenny and Killarney on the 16th 
and 78° F. at Mountmellick on the 5th and 16th). After the 19th conditions were 
mainly cyclonic, and although rain fell frequently, amounts were moderate to slight, 
and over the greater part of the country monthly rainfall totals were below the 
normal. ‘Thunderstorms with heavy rain occurred locally in eastern districts on the 
17th and 18th. In most districts the mean temperature for the month exceeded 
the normal, but the excess, as a rule, did not exceed 1° F. Sunshine aggregates were 
decidedly above the normal, most places reporting on the average from 1 to 2 hours’ 
stinshine per day in excess of the normal daily sunshine.

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NOTE.—The figures relating to vital statistics, as given in this Report, must be 
vegarded as provisional, the revised figures appearing in the Detailed Annual Report. 
They may, however, be accepted as substantially correct. 


In the Quarterly Reports, commencing with that for the first quarter of 1927, the 
Deaths registered in any part of the country have been referred, as far as practicable, 
to the normal area of residence of deceased. 


The Births registered in each urban area have been partially corrected by the exclusion 
of those occurring in institutions of infants whose mothers were admitted from other 
localities. In Table 2, as a consequence, there 1s liability to slight understatement in 
the births for individual urban districts, and a corresponding overstatement in those given 
for the aggregate of rural districts. No correction is made in these reports for births 
an individual rural areas. 


During the quarter ended 30th September last, there were registered in Saorstat 
Hireann, comprising 641 Registrars’ Districts, 14,851 Births, equivalent to an annual 
rate of 20-2 per 1,000 of the estimated population, and 8,442 Deaths, affording an 
annual rate of 11-5 per 1,000 of the estimated population in the middle of 1930, viz., 

2,945,000 persons. 
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In Northern Ireland, for the quarter, the Births registered were equal to an annual 
rate of 20-9 per 1,000 of the population, in England and Wales to 16-6 per 1,000, 
and in Scotland, to 18-7 per 1,000. 


In the same period the Deaths registered in Northern Ireland were equivalent 
to an annual rate of 11-2 per 1,000 of the population, in England and Wales to 9-7 
per 1,000, and in Scotland to 10-9 per 1,000. 


MARRIAGES. 


‘The number of Marriages registered in Saorstat Kireann during the second quarter 
of 1930, was 3,121, equivalent to an annual rate of 4:2 per 1,000 of the estimated 
population, this rate being 0.4 below that for the corresponding quarter of 1929, and 
0-5 below the average for the second quarter of the preceding ten years. Of the total 
number of marriages, 2,844 (or 4.2 per 1,060 of the estimated Catholic population) 
were those of Catholics, and 277 related to persons belonging to all other denomina- 
tions, representing 5-1 per 1,000 of the estimated population other than Catholics. 
The Marriage rate among Catholics is 0-5 below, and that relating to all other de- 
nomination is 0-3 below, the average for the second quarter of the ten years 1920-29. 


BIRTHS. 


Of the Births registered (14,851) during the quarter ended 30th September last, 
7,555 were boys and 7,296 girls, the total being equivalent to an annual rate of 20-2 
per 1,000 of the estimated population. This rate is 0-4 below the average for the 
third quarter of the preceding ten years, and 0-2 below that for the third quarter of 
1929. 


DEATHS. 
The Deaths registered during the quarter nnmbered 8,442, of which 4,311 were 
of males and 4,131 of females, and are equivalent to an annual rate of 11-5 5 per 1,000 


of the population, being 0-4 below the average for the third quarter of the preceding 
decennium, and 0-1 below the rate for the third quarter of the year 1929.

AGEs AT DEatTH.—Of the 8,442 deaths registered during the quarter, 765, or 

9-1 per cent., were those of infants under 1 year of age ; and 3,597, or 42-6 per cent., 

were of persons aged 65 years and upwards. The number of deaths of infants was 

equivalent to 52 per 1,000 births registered, as compared with 67, 79, and 67, for 


the three preceding quarters. 


INoguESTS.—There were 244 Inquests reported to the Registrars during the 
quarter, this number being equal to one in every 35 of the total deaths registered. 
DEATHS IN PusB.Lic INstTituTIONS.—Of the 8,442 deaths registered, 2,343, or 
27-8 per cent., occurred in public institutions. 
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UNCERTIFIED DEATHS.—The Returns furnished by the Registrars show that 
1,695, or 20-1 per cent., of the deaths registered during the quarter were uncertified, 
there having been no medical attendant during the last illness. 

Vaccrnation.—As returned by the Registrars, the number of successful Primary 
Vaccinations during the quarter ended 30th September last was 13,692. 


URBAN DISTRICTS. 


Table II, page 53, gives separate information for the Urban Districts. It will 
be observed from this Table that the birth-rate relating to the quarter under review 
for the entire urban districts, which contain 29 per cent. of the population of Saorstat 
Eireann, was 24-0 per 1,000 of the population, and that the birth-rate for the re- 
mainder of Saorstat Kireann was 18-6 per 1,000. 

The annual rate represented by the deaths from all causes for these urban 
areas, during the quarter, was 11-8 per 1,000 of the population, and for the remainder 
of Saorstat Fireann the corresponding rate was 11-3 per 1,000. 

The urban mortality from the principal epidemic diseases* recorded during 
the quarter was equivalent to an annual rate of 0-8 per 1,000 of the population of 
the urban districts, the death-rate from these diseases for the remainder of Saorstat 
Eireann being 0-3 per 1,000 of the population. 


ELEVEN PRINCIPAL TOWN DISTRICTS. 


As shown in Table II, the annual rate represented by the deaths from all causes 
during last quarter recorded for the Dublin Registration Area, and ten of the prin- 
cipal urban areas of Saorstat Eireann was 12-0 per 1,000 of the population, the 
respective rates for the several districts being as follows, ranging in order from the 
lowest to the highest: Kilkenny, 9-2; Waterford, 10-2; Sligo, 10-5; Dundalk, 
11-1; Dublin Registration Area, 11:7; Tralee, 11-8; Wexford, 12-1; Cork, 12:8; 
Galway, 12-9: Limerick, 13-6 and Drogheda, 16-7. 

The annual rate represented by the deaths from the principal epidemic diseases* 
in the 1] districts was 0-8 per 1,000 of the population, the rates varying from 0-0 in 
Dundalk, Kilkenny and Wexford to 1-4 in Waterford, the 68 deaths from all causes 
for that district including 2 from whooping-cough and 7 from diarrhoea and enteritis 
of children under 2 years of age. 

PULMONARY ‘T'UBERCULOSIS.—-The annual rate represented by the deaths from 
pulmonary tuberculosis for the 11 towns in the aggregate was 1-23 per 1,000 of the 
population ; for the Dublin Registration Area it was 1-15 per 1,000 (the rate for 
Dublin City being 1-21 per 1,000), and for the remaining ten town districts. col- 
lectively it was 1:39. 


DUBLIN REGISTRATION AREA. 


BirtTHS.—In the Dublin Registration Area, which consists of the City of Dublin 
and the Urban Districts of Rathmines and Rathgar, Pembroke, Blackrock, and Din 
Laoghaire, the total number of births registered during the quarter ended 30th 
September, 1930, was 3,099—1,589 boys and 1,510 girls—being equal to an annual 
tate of 29-2 in every 1,000 of the population. 

The births recorded for the city numbered 2,262, equivalent to an annual rate 
of 28-2 in every 1,000 of the population ; and for the urban districts named above, 
535, equal to an annual rate of 20-5 in every 1,000 of the population. Hence during 
the quarter, the births in the Dublin Registration Area (exclusive of 302 in institu- 
tions relating to residents of outside localities) amounted to 2,797, affording an 
annual rate of 26-3 per 1,000. | 

DEATHS.—Omitting the deaths referred to localities outside the Dublin Regis- 
tration Area, and including the deaths of residents of the Area registered elsewhere 
in Saorstat Kireann, the deaths for the Area numbered 1,245, and were equivalent 
to an annual rate of 11-7 per 1,000 of the population, the average rate for the cor- . 
responding period of the previous 10 years being 13-2. The total number of deaths 
registered in the Dublin Registration Area during the quarter ended 30th September 
was 1,387—681 males and 706 females—affording an annual ratio of 13-1 in every 
1,000 of the population, as compared with 14-7 per 1,000 for the third quarter of 
the ten years 1920-1929. : 

The number of deaths of inhabitants of the City of Dublin was 981, equivalent 
to a rate of 12-2 per 1,000. For the urban districts the number was 264, being equal 
‘to an annual death rate of 10-1 in every 1,000.

The annual rate represented by the mortality from the principal epidemic 
diseases? in the Dublin Registration Area was 0-7 per 1,000, in the City it was 0-9 
and in the Urban Districts, 0:3: 


AcEs.—Of the 1,245 deaths of persons belonging to the Dublin Registration 
Area registered during the quarter, 253 were under five years of age, including 184. 
infants under one year of age, the latter representing a rate of 66 per 1,000 births 
registered. ‘The number of deaths of children under 5 years of age is equal to an 
annual mortality of 22-5 in every 1,000 children of that age, the deaths of persons 
between the ages of 5 and 15 representing an annual rate of 2-6 per 1,000 persons at 
that age period ; those between the ages of 15 and 25 were equivalent to an annual 
rate of 4-4 per 1,000, the total number under 25 years being equal to an annual 
mortality of 7-7 per 1,000 of the population at that age period ; for those between 
25 and 45 the rate was 5-0 ; for those between 45 and 65 it was 17:7 ; among persons 
between 65 and 75 the rate was 50-3, and among those aged 75 and upwards the 
annual death rate was 89-0 per 1,000. The deaths of 5 persons (2 males and 3 females) 
aged 90 years and upwards were registered. 


Pusuic InstrtuTrIons.—Of the 1,245 deaths of residents of the Dublin Regis- 
tration Area, recorded during the quarter, 601, or 48-3 per cent., occurred in public 
institutions, viz., 390 in the various hospitals, prisons, and lunatic asylums in the 
Area, 164 in the Dublin Union Workhouse, and 47 in institutions situated in other 
localities. 


ENGLAND AND SCOTLAND. 


During the thirteen weeks ended 27th September, 1930, the births in London were 
equivalent to a rate of 15-8 per 1,000 of the population ; in Glasgow the birth rate 
was 20-9 per 1,000, and in Edinburgh 16-1 per 1,000. 

The deaths among civilians in London during the same period were equivalent 
to an annual rate of mortality of 9-3 in every 1,000 of the civil population; in 
Glasgow the death-rate was 11-2 per 1,000 of the total population, and in Edinburgh 
the annual rate was 11-6 per 1,000. 


METEOROLOGY. 


The mean temperature for the thirteen weeks ended 27th September, 1930, 
deduced from the mean weekly temperature as returned from the Ordnance Survey 
Office, Phoentx Park, Dublin, was 57-2°; at Peamount Sanatorium it was 57-7° ; 
at Cork (Roche’s Point) it was 57-9° ; at Greenwich, 62-4°; at Glasgow, 57-4° ; and 
at Edinburgh, 56-6°.

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The mean daily number of hours of bright sunshine recorded at Dublin was 
4-3: at Peamount Sanatorium, 3-6; at Cork (Ballinacurra), 4-9 ; at Greenwich, 5:8 ; 
at Glasgow, 3-1; and at Edinburgh, 4-0. 

The rainfall at Dublin during the thirteen weeks measured 15-16 inches; at 
Peamount Sanatorium, 12-15 inches; at Cork (Roche’s Point), it was 12-48 inches ; 
at Greenwich, it was 7:20 inches; at Glasgow, 13-70 inches; and at Edinburgh, 
13-18 inches. 

The following information bas been kindly furnished by the Director of the 
Meterological Office, London :-— 


JULY. 

July was dull, cool and rainy. During the first eight or nine days, the tem- 
perature frequently rose to above 70°F., but after the 10th the days were mostly 
cool. Screen minima, however, were frequently higher than usual, and, although 
the mean temperature for the month was below the normal in most places, the 
departure from normal was generally less than 1°F. The 8th was generally the 
warmest day, the highest reported temperature on that day being 78°F., at Cork. 

In the south and south-east, rainfall totals were below the normal, but elsewhere 
there was an excess. ‘The largest and most widespread falls occurred on the 13th 
and 15th or 16th (33 mm. at Mallaranny, 29 mm. at Balbriggan, 22 mm. at Glas- 
nevin, Dublin, on the 15th). In Dublin a thunderstorm on the 29th was accom- 
panied by heavy rain locally, 21 mm. being measured at Phcenix Park. The general 
dullness of the month was reflected in the marked deficiency of recorded sunshine, 
which amounted to 60 hours at Markree Castle, 77 hours at Malin Head, 50 hours 
at Birr Castle, 42 hours at Dublin, and 15 hours at Ballinacurra. Notable daily 
records were 10-0 hours on the Ist and 10-6 hours on the 5th in Dublin (Phoenix 
Park), and 12-8 hours at Ballinacurra on the 10th. 


AUGUST. 

The outstanding features of the weather of August were its persistent and ex- 
cessive wetness and the lack of sunshine. The days were mostly cool and it was 
only towards the end of the month, viz., on the 26th or 27th, that maximum tem- 
peratures over 70°F. were recorded at all generally ; the 27th was the warmest day 
in most places, Newcastle (Co. Wicklow) reporting a maximum temperature of 81°F., 
and Dublin a maximum of 79°F. In almost all districts the mean temperature for 
the month was below the normal, but the defect from normal was not very serious. 
There was a pronounced excess of precipitation, more than one and a half times 
the normal rainfall being recorded over most of the country. In several places 
(e.g., Mountmellick, Kilkenny, Cahirciveen) measurable rain fell on as many as 28 
days. Heavy falls were recorded on the 2nd, between the 17th and 20th and on the 
25th ; included amongst-the heaviest falls were 52 mm. at Mallaranny on the 25th, 
47 mm. at Foynes on the 17th and 30 mm. in Dublin on the 18th. Sunshine aggregates 
were everywhere markedly deficient, the loss relative to the normal amounting to 49 
hours at Cahirciveen (Kerry), 30 hours in Dublin and 43 hours at Birr. Abundant 
sunshine, however, was recorded on a few days, amongst the outstanding records 
being 12-7 hours in Dublin on the 26th, and 12-2 hours at Ballinacurra on the 24th. 
In Dublin more than 10 hours sunshine was recorded on the 5th, 14th, 16th, 26th 
and 3lst. Thunderstorms occurred in some eastern districts on the 19th and between 
the 26th and 29th. 


SEPTEMBER. 

Unsettled wet weather prevailed during most of September. Heavy rain fell in 
several districts on the 5th, 12th and between the 17th and 23rd, and everywhere 
monthly totals exceeded the normal, the excess being most pronounced in the Dublin 
district, where the month was the wettest September on record; at Fitzwilliam Square 
175 mm. fell on 20 days, or more than three and one half times the normal. ‘his 
amount added to the 128 mm. recorded in August gives a total equivalent to 61 
per cent. of the normal rainfall for the period January to September. ‘he warmest 
days occurred during the first week and on the 22nd or 23rd, when maximum tem- 
peratures approached or slightly exceeded 70°F. ; 73°F. was recorded at Seskin 
on the 22nd. In most places monthly mean temperatures were slightly above the 
normal. In the south-west sunshine aggregates exceeded the normal; Cork had 
24 hours more than the normal and Mallaranny (Mayo) 21 hours. Elsewhere there 
was a slight to moderate deficiency of sunshine, and in Dublin the total loss for the 
month relative to the normal amounted to 10 hours. There were, however, many 
bright periods, amongst the outstanding daily records of sunshine being 10-6 hours 
at Cahirciveen on the Ist, 11:3 hours at Cahirciveen on the llth, and 16-9 hours 
at Ballinacurra on the 14th and at Dublin on the 18th.

In the Quarterly Reports, commencing with that for the first quarter of 1927, the 
Deaths registered in any part of the country have been referred, as far as practicable, 
to the normal area of residence of deceased. 


The Births registered 1n each urban area have been partially corrected by the exclusion 
of those occurring in institutions of infants whose mothers were admitted from other 
localities. In Table 2, as a consequence, there is liability to shght understatement in 
the births for individual urban districts, and a corresponding overstatement in those given 
_ for the aggregate of rural districts. No correction 1s made in these reports for births 
in individual rural areas.

In Northern Ireland, for the quarter, the Births registered were equal to an 
annual rate of 19-6 per 1,000 of the population, in England and Wales to 15-4 per 1,000 
and in Scotland, to 18-8 per 1,000. 


In the same period the Deaths registered in Northern Ireland were equivalent 
to an annual rate of 13-3 per 1,000 of the population, in England and Wales to 11-5 
per 1,000, and in Scotland to 13-0 per 1,000. 


MARRIAGES, 


The number of Marriages registered in Saorstat Hireann during the third quarter 
of 1930, was 3,489, equivalent to an annual rate of 4-7 per 1,000 of the estimated 
population, this rate being 0-4 below that for the corresponding quarter of 1929, and 
0-2 below the average for the third quarter of the preceding ten years. Of the total 
number of marriages, 3,190 (or 4:7 per 1,000 of the estimated Catholic population) 
were those of Catholics, and 299 related to persons belonging to all other denomina- 
tions, representing 5-5 per 1,000 of the estimated population other than Catholics. 
The marriage rate among Catholics is 0-1 below, and that relating to all other de- 
nominations is 0-5 below, the average for the third quarter of the ten years 1920-29. 


BIRTHS. 


Of the Births registered (13,717) during the quarter ended 3lst December last, 
7,046 were boys and 6,671 girls, the total being equivalent to an annual rate of 18-6 
per 1,000 of the estimated population. This rate is 0-3 below the average for the 
fourth quarter of the preceding ten years, and 0-1 below that for the fourth quarter of 
1929. 


DEATHS. ’ 
The Deaths registered during the quarter numbered 9,836, of which 5,009 were 
of males and 4,827 of females, and are equivalent to an annual rate of 13-4 per 1,000 
of the population, being 0-1 above the average for the fourth quarter of the preceding 
decennium, and 0-3 above the rate for the fourth quarter of the year 1929.

AGES AT DratH.—Of the 9,836 deaths registered during the quarter, 969, or 
9-9 per cent., were those of infants under 1 year of age; and 4,380, or 44:5 per cent., 
were of persons aged 65 years and upwards. The number of deaths of infants was 
equivalent to 71 per 1,000 births registered, as compared with 79, 67 and 52 for 
the three preceding quarters. 

INQUESTS.—There were 288 Inquests, or deaths registered on Coroners’ cer- 
tificates, reported to the Registrars during the quarter, this number being equal to 
one in every 34 of the total deaths registered.

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UNCERTIFIED DEATHS.—The Returns furnished by the Registrars show that 
2,040, or 20-7 per cent., of the deaths registered during the quarter were uncertified, 
there having been no medical attendant during the last illness, not including deaths 
registered on Coroners’ Certificates. 


VACCINATION.—As returned by the Registrars, the number of successful Primary 
Vaccinations during the quarter ended 3lst December last was 8,411. 


URBAN DISTRICTS. 


Table II, page 75, gives separate information for the Urban Districts. It will 
be observed from this Table that the birth-rate relating to the quarter under review 
for the entire urban districts, which contain 29 per cent. of the population of Saorstat 
Eireann, was 21-4 per 1,000 of the population, and that the birth-rate for the re- 
mainder of Saorstat Eireann was 17-5 per 1,000. 

The annual rate represented by the deaths from all causes for these urban 
areas, during the quarter, was 14-8 per 1,000 of the population, and for the remainder 
of Saorstat Hireann the corresponding rate was 12-8 per 1,000. 

The urban mortality from the principal epidemic diseases* recorded during 
the quarter was equivalent to an annual rate of 1-2 per 1,000 of the population of 
the urban districts, the death-rate from these diseases for the remainder of Saorstat 
Eireann being 0-3 per 1,000 of the population. 


‘TWELVE PRINCIPAL TOWNS. 


As shown in Table II, the annual rate represented by the deaths from all causes 
during last quarter recorded for the twelve principal towns as now constituted} was 
15-2 per 1,000 of the population, the respective rates for the several districts being 
as follows, ranging in order from the lowest to the highest : Dundalk, 8-0; Galway, 
9-8; Wexford, 10-1; Sligo, 10-8; Drogheda, 11:0; Tralee, 12:5; Dtn Laoghaire, 
13-9; Cork, 15-4; Limerick, 15-7; Dublin, 15-9; Waterford, 16-7; and Kil- 
kenny, 19-1. | 

The annual rate represented by the deaths from the principal epidemic diseases* 
was 1-4 per 1,000 of the population, the rates varying from 0-0 in Wexford and Sligo 
to 4-4 in Kilkenny, the 48 deaths from all causes for that district including 8 from 
whooping-cough and 3 from diarrhcea and enteritis of children under 2 years of age. 


PULMONARY TUBERCULOSIS.—Ihe annual rate represented by the deaths from 
pulmonary tuberculosis for the 12 towns in the aggregate was 1-27 per 1,000 of the 
population ; for the City of Dublin it was 1-37 per 1,000, and for the remaining 
eleven town districts collectively it was 1-09. 


Crty oF DUBLIN. 


Brrtus.—In Dublin City the total number of births registered during the 
quarter ended 3ist December, 1930, was 2,544—1,286 boys and 1,258 girls—being 
equal to an annual rate of 24-8 in every 1,000 of the population. 

Of these, 226 were of infants relating to residents of outside localities. Hence 
during the quarter , the number of births appertaining to the City amounted to 
2,318, affording an annual rate of 22-6 per 1,000. 

DEATHS.—Omitting the deaths referred to localities outside the City of Dublin, 
and including the deaths of residents of the City registered elsewhere in Saorstat 
Hireann, the deaths for the City numbered 1,637, and were equivalent to an annual 
rate of 15-9 per 1,000 of the population. The total numbers of deaths registered 
during the quarter ended 3ist December was 1,798—912 males and 886 females— 
affording an annual ratio of 17-5 in every 1,000 of the population.

The annual rate represented by the mortality from the principal epidemic 
diseasesf was 1-6 per 1,000. 

AGES.—Of the 1,637 deaths, 467 were under five years of age, including 274 
infants under one year of age, the latter representing a rate of 118 per 1,000 births 
registered. ‘The number of deaths of children under 5 years of age is equal to an 
annual mortality of 42-9 in every 1,000 children of that age, the deaths of persons 
between the ages of 5 and 15 representing an annual rate of 2-9 per 1,000 persons at 
that age period ; those between the ages of 15 and 25 were equivalent to an annual 
rate of 4-9 per 1,000, the total number under 25 years being equal to an annual 
mortality of 12-6 per 1,000 of the population at that age period ; for those between 
25 and 45 the rate was 5-8 ; for those between 45 and 65 it was21-9 ; among persons 
between 65 and 75 the rate was 69-2, and among those aged 75 and upwards the 
annual death rate was 99-2 per 1,000. The deaths of 8 persons (one male and 7 
females) aged 90 years and upwards were registered. 

PuBLIC INSTITUTIONS.—Seven hundred and sixty-eight, or 46-9 per cent., of the 
deaths of residents of the City occurred in public institutions,viz., 561 in the various 
hospitals, prisons, and lunatic asylums in the City, 156 in the Dublin Union Work- 
house, and 51 in institutions situated in other localities. 


FORMER DUBLIN REGISTRATION AREA.* 


For comparative purposes particulars for the present quarter are given for this 
area in Table II. The numbers (corrected for events in public institutions) of 
Births and Deaths relating thereto were 2,376 and 1,709, equivalent to annual 
rates of 22-4 and 16-1 respectively. The number of deaths from the Principal 
Epidemic Diseasesf was 166, equal to an annual rate of 1-6 per 1,000 of the population. 


ENGLAND AND SCOTLAND. 


During the fourteen weeks ended 3rd January, 1931, the births in London were 
equivalent to a rate of 14-6 per 1,000 of the population ; in Glasgow the birth rate 
was 20-3 per 1,000, and in Edinburgh, 16-7 per 1,000. 

The deaths among civilians in London during the same period were equivalent 
to an annual rate of mortality of 11-7 in every 1,000 of the civil population ; in 
Glasgow the death-rate was 14-5 per 1,000 of the total population, and in Edinburgh 
the annual rate was 13-6 per 1,000. 


METEOROLOGY. 

The mean temperature for the fourteen weeks ended 3rd January, 1931, deduced 
from the mean weekly temperature as returned from the Ordnance Survey Office, 
Phoenix Park, Dublin, was 44-6°; at Peamount Sanatorium it was 44-5°; at Cork 
(Roche’s Point) it was 48-2°: at Greenwich, 46:2° ; at Glasgow, 43-4° ; and at Edin- 
burgh, 43-5°.

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The mean daily number of hours of bright sunshine recorded at Dublin was 
2-3; at Peamount Sanatorium, 1-7; at Cork (Ballinacurra), 2:5; at Greenwich, 1-9; 
at Glasgow, 1-4; and at Edinburgh, 2:5. 

The rainfall at Dublin during the fourteen weeks measured 8-98 inches; at 
Peamount Sanatorium, 8-73 inches; at Cork (Roche’s Point), it was 15-83 inches ; 
at Greenwich, it was 7-81 inches; at Glasgow, 13-70 inches; and at Edinburgh, 
8-94 inches. 

The following information has been kindly furnished by the Director of the 
Meteorological Office, London :— 


OCTOBER. 


October was mild, dull and decidedly wet. Monthly mean temperatures were 
from 1° F. to 2° F. above the normal. An unusually mild period for the time of year 
extended from about the 13th to the 16th, during which the temperature rose 
above 60° F. in several places, and at Dublin (Trinity College) and Foynes attained 
67° F. on the 14th. Precipitation occurred on most days in the east and south-east 
on from 23 to 26 days, and on more than 26 days in parts of the south-west and west ; 
at Markree Castle there were 30 days with one mm. or more of rain. Monthly rainfall 
totals were everywhere above the normal, in several places by more than 50 per cent. 

Sunshine aggregates were deficient, particularly in the west; at Caherciveen, 
Co. Kerry, the total number of hours of bright sunshine (66 hours), was 35 hours 
less than the normal October allowance. 


NOVEMBER. 


Mild rainy conditions at the beginning of the month were followed by a brief _ 
period of cool weather, with bright periods from the 3rd to the 6th. Severe ground 
frost was reported widely in the mornings of the 4th, 5th and 6th. With a change to 
mild westerly winds the temperature rose, and on the 9th, 62° F. was recorded at 
Waterford and 60° F. at Cork. After a few days of mild, dry, cloudy weather there 
was a decided fall in temperature on the 15th, with widespread rain during the night 
of the 14th to 15th and on the 15th. Severe ground frosts occurred on the nights 
of the 15th and 16th, while day temperatures on the 16th and 17th were only a few 
degrees above 40° F. From the 18th to 26th unsettled rainy weather, with strong 
easterly or south-easterly winds on the 24th, prevailed generally, with moderately 
heavy rainfall on the 18th, 23rd and 24th. 

The weather during the last few days was fair, cool and quiet with much fog. 
Severe ground frost occurred in many places on the nights of the 28th, 29th and 30th. 
Mean temperatures as a rule were within 1° F. of the normal. A deficiency of pre- 
cipitation, in most cases slight, occurred locally in the south and east, but in most 
places precipitation exceeded the normal, although nowhere was the excess very 
pronounced. ‘There was in general a slight excess of sunshine in the east and south- 
east and a slight deficiency elsewhere. 


DECEMBER. 


A belt of high pressure stretching across the British Isles maintained dull 
weather, with moderate temperature by day but cold and foggy at night. ‘There 
was little or no precipitation. Rain fell on the night of the 6th to 7th and on the 7th. 
Bright periods occurred from the 7th to the 9th, and with the influx of cold, dry, 
westerly to north-westerly winds, associated with the passage of a wedge of high 
pressure, the temperature on the 9th failed to rise above 39° F. in Dublin (Trinity 
College). Severe frost was reported on the mornings of the 8th to 10th. Moderately 
heavy rain on the night of the 10th to 11th accompanied a change to mild conditions, 
and by the 12th temperature had risen to 50° F. and over; 57°F. was recorded in 
Dublin on the 12th. From the 16th to the 22nd there was little or no precipitation. 
The 18th and 19th were unusually mild ; 59° F. was recorded in Dublin and at New- 
castle (Wicklow) on the 18th. Thasi 

_ The 21st and 22nd were rather cold, but subsequently conditions became mild 
with maximum temperatures above 50° F. and strong winds on the 27th and 28th. 
Precipitation was frequent, moderately heavy falls occurring on the 28th to 30th 
(26 mm. at Killarney and 21 mm. at Cork on the 28th). Mean temperatures were 
less than 1° F. above the normal. Precipitation exceeded the normal slightly in ~ 
most districts. Sunshine aggregates were in general above the normal in the south- — 
east and west and slightly below the normal elsewhere. mi :

BIRTHS AND DEATHS RELATING TO THE TWELVE PRINCIPAL TOWNS 
AND OTHER URBAN DISTRICTS, IN SAORSTAT EIREANN, DURING 
LHE- YEAR 1930. 


[The particulars given in the following text and in Tables 1, 2 and 3 are for the 
calendar year, and are completely corrected for Deaths in Institutions throughout Saorstdt 
Eireann. Tables 4, 6 and 7 refer to the 53 weeks ended 3rd January, 1931, and are 
derived directly from the Weekly Returns. See Note on first page.| 


Table 2, page 92, gives information relating to births and deaths for each county 
borough and urban district in Saorstat Hireann during the year 1930. ‘This table 
also includes a summary of the 12 principal town districts as now constituted. It 
will be observed that the rate represented by the number of births recorded for the 
entire urban districts during the year was 23-4 per 1,000 of the population, and for 
the rural districts 18-3 per 1,000, the birth rate for Saorstat EKireann being 19-8 
per 1,000. 

In the urban districts the death-rate from all causes was 15-0 per 1,000. In 
the remaining districts the death-rate was 13-8, the death-rate for all Saorstat 
Hireann being 14-1 per 1,000. 

For the principal epidemic diseases* in 1930, the rate in the urban districts was 
0-9 per 1,000, and in the rural districts 0-3 per 1,000, the rate for Saorstat Eireann 
as a whole being 0-5 per 1,000. 

The infant mortality rate for the urban districts, based on the births and deaths 
of infants under one year of age, recorded for the year 1930, as returned by the Regis- 
trars, was 92 per 1,000 births, the rate for the rural districts being 53 per 1,000. 
In the whole of Saorstat Eireann the rate was equivalent to 67 per 1,000 births 
registered. 


TWELVE PRINCIPAL TOWNS. 


MorTALITY FROM ALI, CAUSES.—As shown in Table 2, the rate represented 
by the deaths from all causes registered during the year for the twelve principal 
urban areas of Saorstat Eireann was 15-2 per 1,000 of the population, the respec- 
tive rates for the several districts being as follows, ranging in order from the 
lowest to the highest :—Dundalk, 12-3; Dtin Laoghaire, 13-4; Drogheda, 13-7 ; 
Wexford, 13-7; Sligo, 13:7; Tralee, 14:3; Galway, 14-6; Kilkenny, 14-9; Dublin, 
15-1; Waterford, 15-9; Limerick, 16-3 ; and Cork, 17-1. 


PRINCIPAL EpipEMIc D1IsEASES.—The annual rate represented by the deaths”° 
from the principal epidemic diseases* in the 12 districts was 1-0 per 1,000 of the 
population, the rates varying from 0.2 in Wexford to 1-8 in Cork, the 1,343 deaths 
from all causes for thelatter city including one from enteric fever, 19 from measles, 
8 from scarlet fever, 5 from whooping-cough, 74 from diphtheria, one from dysentery, 
and 35 from diarrhoea and enteritis of children under 2 years. 


PULMONARY ‘I'UBERCULOSIS.—Ihe rate represented by the deaths from 
pulmonary tuberculosis for the 12 towns in the aggregate was 1-41 per 1,000 of the 
population; for the City of Dublin it was 1-43 per 1,000; and for the towns col- 
lectively (not including Dublin City), it was 1-37.

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CITY OF DUBLIN. * 


BIRTHS.—The number of births registered in the City of Dublin during the 
year 1930 was 11,752—6,046 boys and 5,706 girls—or 28-6 per 1,000 of the estimated 
population. . on 

Included in the 11,752 births were 1,210 births of infants whose mothers were 
admitted to institutions from localities outside the City. Corrected by the exclusion 
of the latter, the birth-rate was 25-7 per 1,000 of the population. 

Of the 11,752 births, 3,049 were registered during the first quarter, 3,134 in the 
second, 3,025 in the third, and 2,544 in the fourth. 


DEATHS.—The number of deaths of residents of the City of Dublin during the 
year 1930 was 6,212, equivalent to 15-1 per 1,000 of the population as compared 
with an average of 16-3 for the Dublin Registration Area during the ten years 1920-’29 
(See remarks on ‘‘ Causes of Death”). 

he total number of deaths registered in the City during the year, namely, 6,863 
(3,461 males and 3,402 females), is equal to 16-7 per 1,000 of the estimated population. 
Of the 6,863 deaths 2,028 were registered during the first quarter of the year, 1,693 
in the second, 1,344 in the third, and 1,798 in the fourth, the weekly average being 132. 


CAUSES OF DEATH. 


TABLE 3 gives the deaths from the principal causes in the City of Dublin during 
each quarter of the year. For comparative purpose figures are also given for the 
former Dublin Registration Areat during the previous ten years. It may be observed © 
that 93 per cent. of the population of the former Registration Area is included in 
the extended city. 

It will be seen that the total deaths from the principal epidemic diseasest 
appertaining to the City afforded a rate of 0-96 per 1,000 of the population, as com- 
pared with an average of 1-27 for the Area, and that, for the great majority of 
causes, the mortality for 1930 compares favourably with the average. 


AGES AT DEATH. 


Of the 6,212 deaths belonging to the City during the year, 1,507, or 24:3 per 
cent., were those of children under 5 years of age, and 1,808, or 29-1 per cent., were 
those of persons 65 years and upwards. | 7 

TABLE 3 shows the mortality at certain age periods for Dublin City in 1930, as 
well as the average rates for the Dublin Registration Area during the preceding ten 
years, and it will be seen that the mortality for 1930 at each age-period specified is 
less than the average, especially at the younger ages. 


INFANT Morvtatity.—For the City the infant mortality rate (deaths of infants 
under one year of age per 1,000 births) in the year 1930 was 98. For the former 
Registration Area in the ten years 1920-’29, the average rate.was 116. 


DEATHS. IN PUBLIC INSTITUTIONS. 


Of the 6,212 deaths, 2,929, or 47-2 per cent., occurred in public institutions, 
viz., 2,003 in the various hospitals, prisons, and mental hospitals in the City, 732 
in the Dublin Union Workhouse, and 194 in institutions situated in other localities. 


ENGLAND AND SCOTLAND. 


During the year 1930 the births in London were equivalent to a rate of 15-7 per 
1,000 of the population ; in Glasgow the birth-rate was 21-5 per 1,000, and in Edin- 
burgh, 17:1 per 1,000. 


The deaths among civilians in London during the same period were equivalent 
to an annual rate of mortality of 11-4 in every 1,000 of the civil population; in 
Glasgow the death-rate was 14-2 per 1,000 of the total population, and in Edinburgh 
the annual rate was 14-1 per 1,000. :
